for the President. 


AN 
IMPEACHMENT KESOLUTIOH 


Senate Amendments to the "Filled 


Cheese" Bill, for Raising 


Bevenne, Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—The time ol 


•the House again today was devoted 
wholly to the consideration, ol. confer- 
ence reports. The final report of the 
river and harbor bill, carrying the com* 
promise preposition relative to the rival 
.Santa Monica and Ban Pedro harbors, 
California, was adopted without divis- 
ion. The bill now goes to the Preaident. 
As finally passed, it carries $12.850,000 
in direct appropriations, and authorizes 
contracts to the extent of (59,649,000. 


The final report on the executive, leg- 


islative and judicial bill was also 
adopted. The bill as it goes to the 
President carries $23,520,000, $370,000 
less than the bill of jlast year. 


The sundry civil and Indian appro- 


priation bills were sent back to the con- 
ference. Mr. Sherman, Republican, of 
New York, chairman of the committee 
on Indian affairs, presented the confer- 
ence report on the Indian bill. The re- 
port agreed to all the items save those 
relating to the continuation of the 
Dawea commieBion, the Cherokee and 
sectarian school question, and the pay- 
ments to the Old Settlers' association. 
The report was adopted. 


Mr. Sherman then moved that the 


house concur in the senate amendment 
relating to sectarian schools. By both 
the house and senate amendments, Mr. 
Sherman explained, the policy of doing 
away with eectarian schools was enun- 
ciated. The difference between the two 
provisions was that the house paragraph 
cut oH 
appropriations for sectarian 


schools immediately, while the senate 
amendment proposed to allow provision 
for eectarian schools to continue for two 
years. The motion was lost, 34 to 99. 


Mr. Hainer, Republican, of Nebraska, 


moved that the house conferees insist on 
the house provision and the motion was 
carried on a Heine vote, 115 to 25.. 


The se&sion was opened by a sensa- 


tional attempt by Mr. Howard, Populist, 
of Alabama to secure consideration of a 
resolution to impeach President Cleve- 
land on eleven counts. The resolution 
wae as follows: 
I do hereby impeach Grover Cleve- 


land, President of the United States of 
America, of high crimes and misde- 
meanors on the followine grounds: 


First—Tbat he has sold or directed 


the sale of bonds without the authority 
of law. 


Second—That he has sold or aided in 


the sale of bonds at lees than their mar- 
ket value. 


Third—That he directed the misap- 


propriation of the proceeds of said bond 
sales. 


Fourth—That he directed the secre- 
tary of tbe treasury to disregard the law 
which makes United States notes and 
treasury notes redeemable in coin. 


Fifth—Tbat he has ignored and re- 


fused to have enforced the anti-trust 
law. 


Sixth-—That he has sent United 


States troops into tbe state of Illinois 
without authority, of law und in viola- 
tion of the coiiBtitution. 


Seventh—That he baa corrupted pol- 


itics through his interference with fed- 
eral officeholders. 
Eighth—That he has used hie appoint- 


ing power to influence legislation detri- 
mental to the welfare of the people; 
therefore, be it, 


Jicaolvetl, By the house of representa- 


tives tbat the commit tee on judiciary bo 
directed to ascertain whether theso 
charges are true and if so, report to the 
house ouch action by impeach men t or 
otherwise, as shall be proper in the 
premises, andsaid comtnUtoeshall have 
authority to send for persons and pa- 
pers." 


When the clerk ceased reading, How- 


ard was suddenly taken off the floor by 
Dingley, the Door lender of the majority, 
who raised the question of consideration 
against the resolution. The question wag 
promptly put nnd by a practically unan- 
imous vote the house declined to nivo 
Howard n. hearing. 


At 5.30 the bouse adjourned. 


SENATE. 


WASUINGTON, May 22.—The day in 


the senate was consumed by the "filled 
cheese" bill and the second installment 
of the speech by Mr. Allen, Populist of 
Nebraska, on the Butler bill to prohibit 
the issue of bonds without the author' 
ity of congress. 


On the ground tbat the "filled cheese'' 


bill was a revenue measure, several 
amendments to raise revenue wore of- 
fered, but all failed. 


One by Mr. Mills, Democrat of Texas, 


to impose a 5 per coot internal revenue 
tax on all products in excess of $10,000 
per annum from establishments manu- 
facturing 
from iron, ttteel, copper, 


nickel, brass, lead, zinc, cotton, wool, 
hemp, silk or flax, was laid on the table 
by a vote of 42 to 15. Amendments by 
Mr. Allen, Populist of of Nebraska, for 
an additional internal tnx of $1 a barrel 
on beer, ale nnd porter, and by Mr. 
Gray, Democrat of Delaware, for an im- 
port duty of 10 cents B pound on tea, 
were lost by similar votes, and the 
"filled cheese" bill was then obliged to 
give way to the bond bill. Mr. Allen 
devoted himself to Urn silver question 
and tbe platform of thu Populist party. 
He, was niuch harrasaed by Messrs. 
Gray, Hill, Chandler and Baker and 
other senators, who sought to make 
sport ot the Populist tenets, ao that the 
speech became a decidedly informant 
dialogue. 


When Mr, Hill quoted Mr. Tillman ns 


an authority to the effect that tho Popu- 
liata demanded an indefinite issue ol 
paper money, Mr. Allen replied: "The 
senator from South Carolina is a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention and a 
part of the Democratic party." 


"I don't know how long he will re- 


main such," remarked Hill. Incident- 
ally Mr. Hill declared that President 
Cleveland bnd never done a hotter thing 
than to call a special session of congress 
to repeal the Sherman silver purchasing 
law, whereupon Mr. Allen remarked: 
"He has not done many intelligent 
things in the past three years." 


Mr. Allen referred to Mr. Hill as tho 


able and conscientious champion of the 
Preaident, and anid that the relation ex- 
isted between Mr. Hill and the Presi- 
dent which characterized David and 
Jonathan. 
The hill to incorporate the national 


university was then pussc'.l. 


Bills to anlhome the reorganization 


of tho Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company under Its pr-ient charter; to 
refer the claim of the owners of the 
brig Tally HO, sunk by tho United States 


steamer Pint* In 1891, to the court of 
claims, were passed. 


The senate passed forty private pen- 


sion bills in as many minutes without 
objection, thus clearing the calendar, 
and authorized the publication as a 
public document of Governor Altgeld's 
reply to Secretary Carlisle's recent fin- 
ancial speech, because tbe latter had 
been printed. 


At 5.50 p.m. the senate adjourned.

CHICAGO, May 23. — A Washington 
peclal to the Post says: The free silver 
delegates to St. Louis will not bolt. Such 
it least is the present intent. The pre* 
ht purpose is for the ailverites to make 
heir fight on the platform, take no part 


the nomination of a ticket (being 


mute when it comes to balloting), and 
hull make such combines and alliances 
afterwards as will give greatest promise 


f future influence. It is barely possible 
hat they will amend the second clause 
)f the proposition, and instead of re- 
raining from balloting "plunge" on 
Senator Don Cameron and make u fight 
or him in their respective states. 


But the moat interesting feature of tho 


program remains to bo told. The silver 
delegates will havo a representation of 
light or nine on the committee of reeo- 
utions, including such fighters as Tel- 
er, Duhois, Carter and Gannon. 


These men will make as big a fight as 


;bey can in tho committee, nnd will, of 
course, be out voted overwhelmingly, 
riiey will then proceed to formulate a 
ninority report, but it will not declare 
or free silver. It will bo fin out and 
out gold platform. It will pronounce 
or gold monometallism in the most 
specific terms and in the strongest lan- 
guage that can be employed. 


If the silver delegates cannot secure 


:he recognition of ailver they propose to 
orce the convention to go on record 
squarely for or against a plain gold 
standard. 


"If the convention is bent on taking 
;old," eaid a-mountain state senator, 
vho will be a delegate at St. Louis, "we 
will give it a chance to take the refined 
article BO tbat there can be no doubt aa 


i the quality."

SAN FHANCIBCC-, May 22.—It ia no 


longer likely that the Democratic State 
convention will be a harmonious body. 
The expectation ol Gavin McNab and 
other local leaden, expressed to me last 
week, that whatever disagreement there 
might be in the party on tbe financial 
question would lead to friendly com- 
promises rather than war, is not being 
realised. Yesterday McNab said that 
10 hoped for a plank in the platform 
that wonld be as satisfactory as practic- 
able, to both sides, and tbat a mixed 
delegation would be sent to Chicago. 
Hia idea is that, counting the state of 
opinion in California, the question of 
national finance had better be left to the 
national convention. But I had hardly 
eft McNab when I encountered Com- 
modore Sam Braunhurt, who holds a 
commission from the harbor board, and 


was booming for free silver, "Mc- 


Nab, Pond, Daggett and the other gold 
men," he said, "fool themselves when 
hey think tho silverites are not eoing 
,o pui up a battle. We want the Demo- 
.racy of this State to declare for free 
ilver in the platform and I, for one, am 
going to advocate that on the floor of the 
convention. We are in dead earnest 
and want no straddle. Us the duty of 
he Democrats of California to let the 
national convention know how they feel 
on silver. The rich men of tbe party 
md some others, who are good enough 
Democrats on general principles, are 
goldbuffs, but tho rank and file are for 
ilver. Wo ought not to be behind the 
Republicans in the orocessiou." 


It is developing, also, that opposition 
0 a woman suffrage plank is making 
leadway, and tbat the chances are now 
.hat the nlatforiu will either ignore the 
ssue or pronounce against it. The lead- 
era are beginning to think that they 
may be able to take the German vote 
anil the saloon vote away from the Re- 
publicans by autauonising the suffrage 
hmendineut. "The Geituans," aaid one 
Democrat of influence, "are intensely 
hostile to anything in tbe way of sumptu- 
ary legislation, and they believe that if 
.he women could vote they would be 
ed by tbe preachers and give us a reign 
of righteousness of the blue-law va- 
riety, including a holy Sabbath and no 
jeer. The pulpit ideal of a world that 
B one great Sunday-school doesn't at- 
tract the German mind. I know plenty 
01 Gorman Republicans who are in- 
censed at their party (or that suffrage 
Elank. As for the saloon keepers, you 


ave only to mention woman suffrage to 
them in order to start them swearing at 
Southern California and virtuous one- 
lungers. It was Southern California 
that ran things up at the Republican 
convention, and Southern California is 
showing that it baa loaa and less use for 
the saloons. Then there are lots of 
Democrats who, while they don't care a 
rap about whether tho saloons are regu- 
ated or not, have a very strong objec- 
tion to being regulated themselves. To 
•heir mind any abridgement of personal 
iborty is too high a price to nay for 
closed saloons and a pious Sunday. I 
notico that about everybody who Is die- 
josed to let other people do as they 
think best, and works like freedom for 
nimself, is Against woman suffrage. So 
[ guess I will havo to disappoint the 
adieu tills time. The first duty in poli- 
tics ia to get votes, and as the Repub- 
licans have bid one way, will just, as a 
matter of business, bid tho other way." 


Democratic instinct 
is apparently 


averse to tho female- voter. The thought 
)f her excites suspicion and alarm. 
But 1 heard an exceptional Democrat 
holding forth in a hotel olllue the other 
night. "I'm in favor of giving them 
the ballot," 1m fluid, "and juat for the 
fame reasons that decide your person al- 
iberty chaps to the contrary. The par- 
eone have got the bulk of tho women 
under the church thumb, just as you 
say, and I haven't any doubt that if we 
gave them the franchise the ftrat return 
,bey'd mnke for our kindness would be 
,o (lose us with New England Sunday 
awe and all that kind of thing. But 
inly at first. It wouldn't take them 
ong to find out that laws don't enforce 
.hotiiaelvea, and that the best rules for 
running a community are not those that 
work best for the nureery. It would do 
women a lot of good to be in politics, 
^t would crop the comb of their conceit 
and give them common sense. All save 
one woman in a hundred has got the 
nodeat notion bred into her that some- 
low, juet because she's femalefihe'e bet- 
.er than a man. I'm married myself, 
and my beard's turning gray, and I've 
come to the conclusion that what this 
world needs most is more sensible 
women. If the sex would drop on 
IieniBoIvoB and learn that they haven't 
;ot a monopoly of goodness, and that 
gnorance and variety don't constitute a 
i rat-rate human outfit, it would make 
ife pleasantcr all round. It would set 
women to thinking of something besides 
.heir own charms and virtues and petty 
itfaira if they were in politics, bring 
ibetn up nearer to men's standard for 
men, and improve them in every aspect. 
Consequently I'm 
(or the suffrage

that I've ever done anything to keep 
women down and prevent them from 
getting next to themselves. But I do 
wonder at the preachers being hand in 
glove with the suffragists.

UNCERTAINTIES OF POPULISM. 


Tbo claim ie frequently lieard from 


Populists tbftt tbeira ia the only party 
which has a national policy that can be 
read and known of all men; thrt the 
principles of tbe party are well dunned 
and that there IB no such division ol 
sentiment aa tbat which exists in the 
older parties. 


As the KBitTOMCAX recently pointed 


out, tbo claim is without substantial 
foundation; the only substance of it is 
found in tbe conceded fact that in the 
Eastern centere of population where 
the strength of the gold sentiment is 
Jound 
tbe Populist party has bur 


nominal strength and as a consequent 
there is but Hltle opposition to silvei 
coinage, Irom tbat source, within thi 
party. Tbe Republican party is a na 
tional party; its strength is as broad a 
the Union, and .consequently it ie no 
exempt from the differences of opinion 
tbat have arisen on the financial quea 
tion between the East and tbe West. 
Statement tbat any party in this countn 
ie firmly united on the financial issue a 
tbis time amounts to an admission tba 
it is not a national but a sectional party 
Tbat condition could not at present pre 
vail in any party whose strength i 
national in its character. 


But it is very doubtful if the Populis 


party is an honest party of bimetalliem 
A great many Populists admit tbat fre 
silver coinage is but a makeshift, an ac 
of temporary expediency to pave th 
way to a non-metallic currency. Seratc 
a Populist and in a majority of case 
you have scratched a grecnbackcr, Th 
party is for eilver money because it doe 
not tbink it politically expedient t 
voice tbe views ol its membership. 1 
the party had tbe courage oi its actua 
convictions it would undoubtedly de 
clare for a pauer currency based upon 
tbe credit of the government. Unde 
theee conditions wbat the PopuliEt cart; 
would do with tbe currency question 
should it ever come into power, can oul> 
be a matter oi conjecture. With tin 
party membership divided as it is th1 


issue between bimetallism and green 
backism would be inevitable. 
. On tbe tariff question the Populist 
are BO thoroughly divided that it is iin 
possible to predict with any decree o 
certainty wbat tbe position of tbe party 
will be until after the meeting of tbe 
national 
convention. 
Starting 
out 


practically a free trade party, it is veer- 
ing noticeably with tiiecurreutof public 
sentiment 
towards protection. 
Tbe 


division of tbe party is to complete on 
this question that the policy of its lead- 
ers has been to ignore it entirely, and 
' now that the issue IB again imperatively 


before the people lor decision their posi- 
tion is qnite as difficult and embarrass- 
ing as that of the Republicans and 
Democrats on the financial problem. 


A lew days ago the RBTOIILICAX asked 


its Populist contemporary to define the 
position of its party on tbe question of 
protection and free trade, and after dis- 
claiming that tbere is niiy such ques- 
tion, tbis is the answer that it made: 


Since the REPUBLICAN has asked its 


question, tbe state convention of tbe 
party in this state has adopted tbe 
following, which in itself forms a full 
complete and audicient answer: 


"We favor genuine protection 
tc 


American labor by the restriction ol 
the immigration ot foreign labor ant 
by a true American system of finance 
which will render justice to labor and 
industry and restrain tbe evils of usury 
and we demand tbe 
creation of 
i 


national non-partisan tariff 
tribune 


of experts by congress, which shall bi 
subject to the control of congress, tc 
the cud that tariff agitation may be 
taken out of politics, and to that em 
that tariff schedules shall be so adjuste* 
tbat the benefit derived therefrom ehal 
result to labor and not to trusts." 


That is begging tbo question with a 


vengeance. The REPUBLICAN might just 
as reasonably have answered the ques- 
tion as to wbat tbe position of its party 
is on tbo silver question by pointing to 
the declaration of tbe Republican state 
convention in favor of the coinage of 
Silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. Tbat 
declaration had the merit of being un- 
equivocal and positive, while the state 
Populists have evaded the tariff issue by 
dodging behind.the commission proposi- 
tion. Neither convention as a matter 
of course could determine tbe policy of 
the national party, and neither could 
give an answer to the question of party 
policy. 


As to the merits of the Populist eva- 


sion of the tariff issue, tbe Republican 
party would be just as fully justified in 
asking that the currency question be 
taken out of politics and given into tbe 
hands of a commission of experts. Like 
the tariff ita agitation is a source of busi- 
ness disturbance, and its complexity 
makes it still more difficult of satisfac- 
tory adjustment through legislation. 
Theoretically a commission of experts 
ahould be able 'to deal witb tbe money 
problem a great deal more satisfactorily 
than congress, but our experience with 
commiesionB hardly justifies such opin^ 
ion. 


Great things were expected of the in- 


terstate commerce commission and oar 
own railroad commission. It wafl ex- 
pected that thay would eliminate tbe 
annoying and perplexing railroad ques 
tion from politics and that justice would 
be done between the people and the 
railroad corporations. How theee ex 
pectations were realized the people do 
not need to be told. In this state public 
•entiment ia strongly in favor of abolish 


d«*i on the subject, and that time ti 
ear at hand. There wilt be no effort 
n thia country (or many years to como 
to destroy the protective system, and 
when it hM been rehabilitated by the 


epublican party, agitation of the ques- 
Ion will become of little consequence. 
Backing hi popular support, it will not 
lave the strength to menace prosperity.

lublic spirited citizens, growers and 
. ackers and all who have tried to devise 
some plan by which raisin growing as 
in industry may be preserved. It has 
loped that an amicable adjustment of all 
differences between growers, co-oper- 
ative and commission packers would bo 
arranged by which all would profit. 
It 


still hopes for such an arrangement. 
But a controversy between co-operative 
md commission packers, and especially 
a controversy leading to personalities 
and bitter antagonisms, can not possibly 
help the grower who, after all, is the 
most important factor in the whole 
question. For a fair discussion of the 
subject in a spirit of harmony our 
columns are open, but neither our 
columns nor the voice of the paper can 
be given to aid contention, nor in be- 
half of any project that is not unselfish 
in its scope and for the general good. 


IF tbe dispatches may be trusted, 


Quay visited McKinley with the pur- 
pose merely of discussing "the campaign 
which McKinley will enter against the 
Democratic candidate for President." 
In other words, the visit amounted to 
little more than a concession that the 
Ohio statesman will be the nominee of 
the Republican party for President.

He says 
they try to make it appear that we (the 
Co-operatives) are standing in tbe way 
of saving the raisin business, and says 
further in self-justification : "It is not 
we, hut tbe commission packers who are 
In tbo way." Tbe commission packers 
have almost to a man lined up to march 
under tbe lead of tbis committee, which 
has the unanimous endorsement of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Hun- 
dred Thousand Club, as well aa the 
banks and leading business men. Still, 
be says it is tbe commission packers 
who are standing in the way. 


Tbia writer further says, "We have 


offered heretofore repeatedly to pool our 
raisins with theira and sell them witb 
theirs, etc., providing they will turn 
tbe raisins over to a selling committee 
who are not packers." 
Because tbe 


committee see fit to allow tbe corpora- 
tion which furuisbea the money to make 
advances to the growers and wh'ich guar- 
antee sales, and guarantee against rejec- 
tions, to have charge of the business In 
all but fixing tbe price and regulating 
tbe grade?, this writer and those of bis 
mode of thinking cannot come lit. 


Must this corporation wbich stands all 


tbe financial risks turn its business over 
to trustees to handle? Must tbe mem- 
bora of it confess themselves incom- 
petents, or irresponsible, that 
they 


should not be trusted witb their own 
business? Could absurdity perch on a 
higher limb? He says these commission 
packers will not do it. We reckon he is 
not far from right. Tbe committee would 
not stultify tbeir common sense by 
asking it. He follows this up by Buy- 
ing because the committee judges it 
wise to leave the business of taking 
financial risks and settling with the 
growers to the corporation that furnishes 
the funds, they eay "we must turn our 
raiains over to commission packers." 
Surely if this writer and those who 
think with him will ioiii the corpora- 
tion an they have been repeatedly in- 
vited to do, they will not need to turn 
tbeir raisins over to commission pack- 
ers. They will still hold them to pack 
and sell, provided they conform to the 
prices that the committee makes, and if 
they join the corporation it will cease to 
be a commission packers' corporation, 
but a true co-operative combine, prac- 
tical in all its workings.

The Law ol Growth, 


Dr. Charles Sedgewick Minot, pro- 


fessor of histology nnd embryology iu 
tho Harvard Medical school, backs up 
his theory of tho law of growth by the 
results of several years of observation 
upou guinea pigs, dogs, rabbits, ferrets 
ami other small animals, sis well as Bos- 
ton school children. He says that in all 
growing animal organisms from tho 
period of birth todealh there is a steady 
loss of the power to grow, contrary to 
tho general belief that this loss begins 
later in Ufa The body develops all tho 
time, but the power to keep up that de- 
velopment steadily decreases after birth, 
nnd it decreases much more rapidly at 
first than later in life.

It ia bard to imagine anything in the 


political line tbat would be neater than 
our movable fifth ward. At any rate it 
is the alickeBt thing of the kind of which 
I remember to have heard. There is 
something about it that is eo einooth 
and BO—HO—no, not BO gaudy, but BO— 
smooth. I admire our movable fifth 
ward very much. It makes the political 
game so much more interesting. 


In the game of cheea the pieces are 


moved here or there, to or fro, at the 
will of the players. You never heard of 
a pawn being aeked whether it would 
prefer to be moved ia one direction or 
another, did you? Well! At thepolltl- 
cal cheBB board in this county Bit the 
supervisors. They conclude that that 
pawn known aa the fifth ward should be 
moved from the Brat supervisoral dis- 
trict to the third district. By the move 
several hundred voters who must be 
under eupervieoral sway are disfran- 
chised, BO far as that ofllce is concerned. 
But what does tbat matter? Shall the 
pawn be consulted concerning where it 
eball be moved? Certainly not; the 
players will think for it. 


After two years tbe aupervlaoral play- 


era conclude to again move the pawn 
known as the fifth ward. Accordingly 
they move it from the third district 
back to the first. By this move the eov- 
eral hundred voters are again disfran- 
chised, so far as the office of supervisor 
is concerned; for six long years they are 
deprived of the opportunity to say whom 
they prefer ae their supervisor. But, 
then, the players do not consult the feel- 
ings of tbe pawns, you know. As I have 
remarked, it is a smooth game, and 
nothing could be neater than our mov- 
able fifth ward. 


I do not reside in the Disfranchised 


Fifth, and it is only remotely my busi' 
iieea if its voters are perfectly content to 
act as the pawns in this very pretty 
game. If, recognizing the superior wis- 
dom of the players, they are willing to 
be nothing more than cunning black or 
white pieces of wood in somebody's 
game, it is principally their affair. But 
even a spectator has a right to cay to 
himself tbat the moves of the game are 
peculiar, and that is what I am trying 
to Bay. A einiile dief ranch isement of 
several hundred people to further an 
end which is not very clear may have 
been a necessity of the game, but when 
that disfranchiseinent 
IB immediately 


followed by another affecting the same 
voters—well, I say that the moves of 
the game are peculiar. 


If I were a Fifth-ward pawn I would 


make a tremendous effort to understand 
the game and the part that I would be 
supposed to play in it. It looks queer, 
you know.
